64] T is the business of yachts to discover 
islands,” says Mr, Conor O’Brien, 
and carries out his precept. He pos 
the yacht; it merely remained to discover 
the islands. For many EA it was his 
pet ambition to sail to Pernambuco, but 
the inability of his wife to conguer the 
pangs of sea-sickness, and the curious 
attitude of the Pernambucans—indeed, of 
Brazilian authorities as a whole--towards 
yachts eventually ruled this plan out 
altogether, so that he was compelled to 
limit his cruises to short voyages round 
the coast, This palled, and, as Brazil 
was quite out of the question, Iviza and 
the Balearic Islands were chosen. 

The trip out to the destined goal was not 
without incident. A crew had to be 
shipped, since two persons were insufh- 
cient even for a yacht of over twenty tons. 
So an attenuated individual was signed on, 
who brought with him a pile of luggage that 
was a cargo in itself. His duty was to help 
to sail the ship to Gib-altar. After 
Gibraltar followed a bit of beating about 
the Mediterranean to Maleza and Carta- 
gena, then back again to Gibraltar, where 
they “paid off” the crew. Finally, they 
reached Iviza from Alicante, and later in 
the year essayed a trip to the African 
coast, and spent some time in Algiers. 
Life in simplicitv is to be seen in Iviza, 
and the country is as yet unsullied by a 
spate of tourists ; but this happy state may 
not last very long. The picture drawn by 
the author of the sun-soaked land, with its 
scenery, quaint customs and picturesque 
buildings, is so alluring that those who 
read his book and have the time and means 
will be sorely tempted to try a trip 
thereto. 

Apart from the travel side, there is 
much in “ Voyage and Discovery ” that 
concerns the yachtsman. Mr, O’Brien is 
a yachtsman of experience—has he not 
circumnavigated the globe?—and he has 
pronounced ideas, notably on the subject 
of rig. The rigging of his yacht, Saoirse, 
is vastly different from that of the usual 
run of vessels. Originally a ketch, the 
vacht was re-rigged- in accordance with 
her owner’s requirements, until she rather 
resembled a brigantine. All this comes in 
for discussion, so that would-be Medi- 
terranean or deep-sea cruising men will 
do well to consider Mr. O’Brien’s ex- 
perience. 

Mr. O’Brien describes many beautiful 
scenes with a beguiling pen, and altogether 
has produced a notable yachting book. The 
numerous illustrations by Miss Katharine 


CJausen add considerably to the value of 
the book.

fear of “ ghosts ' is inherited from our 
ancestors, who had no very high opinion 
of their good intentions. 

The savage races of to-day probably 
hold much the same views as our fore- 
fathers held thousands of years ago, and 
Sir James gives an illuminating account 
of their beliefs concerning the dead. With 
them, the spirit even of a friend or a 
relation is not necessarily kindly—in fact, 
it is more likely to be the opposite. It is 
capable, no doubt, of bringing prosperity 
and freedom from disease, but it is just as 
apt to bring the most dreadful calamity, 
and that for little or no cause. This 
point of view is held almost universally 
among primitive tribes, and its explana- 
tion can fairly be summarised in Sir 
James’s remarks on the Barundi, of 
Central Africa, ‘‘ In their belief,” he says, 
“the dead are always more or less wicked 
and hostile to the living, even when they 
had been comparatively good in life. For 
the dead man has been forced to abandon 
all that he held dear in life, and is, there- 
fore, filled with envy of the living, who 
now possess what he has lost.’’ An even 
more potent fear arises from the dead man 
wishing his fate to be shared by others; 
for he is always watching for an oppor- 
tunity to snatch away the living. 

On this argument is founded a whole 
philosophy of life. Disease is obviously 
caused by spirits, and hence the savage 
medical man concentrates on propitiating 
the demon or driving him away, Famine 
or any other misfortune may come either 
from the general malevolence of the dead 
or because enough attention has not been 
paid to their wants. The Chinese, for 
example, hold that when human bones are

ingly, do all in their power to prevent 
rain from falling. In time of drought the 
first step is to bury any human bones that 
x § have been left uninterred.

Islanders, who believe that earthquakes 
are caused by spirits ' impatient at the 
delay of the resurrection, who combine to 
shake the palm tree on which the earth is 
supposed to rest, hoping thus to destroy 
the cane bridge that stretches between this 
world and heaven.” Another tribe holds 
that the spirits below shake the world to 
see if anyone is still alive there, and so, 
when an earthquake comes, the villages 
resound with reassuring cries of ‘‘Alive, 


Alive.” The Indian tribes of Chili have 
even more poetic fancy, and imagine 
thunderstorms to be spectral battles 


between the souls of their fellow-country- 
men and the dead Spanish invaders.

Outraged and upset nature 
has not been slow to retaliate, and in some 
cases the rash experimenter has bequeathed 
to his race a legacy of expense and trouble 
that centuries can hardly annul.

ITHIN the last few years the French 
Foreign Legion has ceased to be one 
of the monopolies of novelists, and pub- 
lishers have found that there is a market 
for facts about it as well as fiction. Mr. 
Waterhouse has already made his contri- 
bution to the literature that is growing 
up around the Legion, and his present 
volume is by no means the least valuable 
addition to that literature. 

Mr. Waterhouse had spent fifteen years 
in the Royal Horse Artillery, and, finding 
himself at a loose end after the World 
War, joined the Legion in default of any- 
thing better to do. He would not repeat 
the experiment now, but, in spite of the 
ill-treatment and hardships which were 
his lot in the French service—and more 
than one opportunity, not to speak of 
temptation, to escape—he pluckily decided 
to carry out his five years’ contract. That 
showed a loyalty to contract which, he 
says, was not reciprocated by the French 
authorities. In fact, if we are to take his 
word for it, the enlistments in the Legion 
were secured by French false pretences 


and unfulfilled promises on pay and 
soldiering conditions. 
His new book is a record of his 


experiences and adventures from joining 
the Legion; through the French Syrian 
campaign against the Druses, until his 
discharge and landing penniless in Eng- 


land. It concludes with the much 
pleasanter account of how he secured a job 
with the Paramount Company, and 


filled the réle of prologue-maker to the 
famous film, “ Beau CGeste,’’ when it 
was released for general production 
a few years ago. Mr. Waterhouse, by the 
way, asserts that in essentials—but not in 
the uniforms—that film is true to the life 
that it depicts, 


In effect, this book is an indictment not 
only of the Legion, but of the French 
campaign, in which the author took part. 
Brave as lions, the Légionnaires, he says, 
were badly led, badly fed, badly officered, 
and everything was sacrificed to economy 
in every detail except flesh and blood. 
Most certainly this recital of brutality, 
horror and incompetence in barrack, in 
hospital and in the field should deter from 
enlistment anybody who imagines that 
there is romance in the Legion. 

The narrative includes some excellent 
pen pictures of queer folk--a Greek 
American, who had a plan for getting rich 
quick by marrying wealthy women and 
then poisoning them; a breezy American 
named Bowers ; John Harvey, an English-

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man, who, with an American, deserted and | 


got away, only to be captured within a few 
yards of freedom; a German who ‘‘ went 
Arab ”’ ; Senegalese, Germans, Russians, 
and a man named Duncan—a ‘“ half-mad 
Irishman from Belfast '’—who had served 
in the Munsters or Connaughts.

Mr. D’Auvergne offers a detailed and 


vivid account of the origin, development 
and suppression of the slave trade by the 
British people and Government. The 
history of the abominable traffic in human 
beings is traced from its revival by the 
Portuguese, half a century 
Columbus discovered America, to the suc- 
cess of Wilberforce’s campaign just a 
century ago. It was undoubtedly a 
glorious day in British history when the 
British Parliament was induced to spend 
what was at the time one-third of its 
Budget for the purchase of freedom for 
800,000 negro slaves in British colonies. 

Dealing with the slave problem in the 
Southern States of America, the author 
says :— 


“The ‘progeny 


of the men whose labours re- 
deemed the 


Southern States from the wilderness 
and built uP the cotton industry cannot. indeed. 
any longer be bought and sold, hut by the de- 
scendants of the rebels. their task-masters, they 
cogtinue to be denied political rights and - social 
recognition. Rarely can they count on justice in 
the Southern Courts. The spirit of the slave- 
owning South is so little changed that every effort 
is made, particularly by the women, to keep alive 
the memory of the struggle and throw a false 
glamour of sentimentality over the most iniquitous 
cause for which men ever put hand to sword.” 


The spirituals of Paul Robeson and the 
plays of Paul Green would seem to reflect 
the spirit of the Southern States with the 
utmost accuracy, and they must be taken 
seriously, as authentic expressions of a 
state of affairs which was believed to have 
passed away. 

The closing chapters of the book deal 
with slavery in Africa, and with the efforts 
of the British Navy to stop the traffic. It 
a book which should awaken the con- 
science of the world to the slavery that 
exists to-day—even in -Liberia. In any 
event, it is a book to be read and 
pondered. 
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ing point. The Arizona elk disappeared

This very 
important question is fully answered in 
the book under review, which not only 
shows how we can best conserve our game, 
but also reveals* that such means of 
destruction, hitherto employed, as the axe, 
gun, fire and spread of agriculture, may 
be enlisted as powerful factors not only 
in maintaining a reasonably large head of 
ame in a comparatively restricted area, 
but in ensuring that the variety of birds 
and animals living in that same area may 
be as diverse as is possible. Its doctrines 
must benefit both man and beast ; for that 
ill-understood factor, the balance of 
nature, is maintained by them, and, as the 
food of many game birds consists of weeds 
and insects noxious to the farmer, both 
land and owner will gain therefrom. Many 
problems are involved.

URING the earliem part of October the 
1) fine weather experienced in the pre- 

vious month continued. This was fol- 
lowed by spells of rain, and towards the 
end of the month by colder and harsher con- 
ditions, with occasional showers of sleet and 
light frosts at night. Potato-digging and 
the lifting of mangels were almost com- 


yee delivery of beet to the sugar 
actory was cominenced. Threshing of corn, 
and further securing of turf supplies, also 


received attention. 

The rain during the month proved bene- 
ficial to pastures, but came too late to effect 
more than a temporary improvement, which 
was subsequently checked by the colder 
weather. 

Sheep were healthy, and im thriving con- 
dition. With the exception of vuccamonal 
cases of murrain, cattle also were healthy, 
but their condition, following the dry sum- 
mer, was not so advanced as 1s normally the 
case at this time of the year. 


HAY AND CEREALS. 


Supplies of hay on most furms are ade- 
quate for ordinary requirements. Market 
demands were limited, with prices for rota- 
tion hay 35s. to 45s. per ton, and up to Ws. 
in the cities. Old meadow hay sold at from 
50s. to 40s. per ton. 

(rain, of all the cereals, was oi excellent, 
quality, and yields were not unduly affected 
by the dry summer. Yields of wheat were 
up to a fair average, although in some dis- 
tricts spring wheat did not bulk so well, as 
was anticipated. The proportion of mull- 
able grain was very satisfactory, and bushel 
weights ranged up to 62 and 63ib. Prices 
were: 16s. 6d. to 17s. 6d. per barrel—i.c., 
6s. 7d. to 7s per cwt 

Barley returned average yields of excel- 
lent grain, the greater proportion of which 
was disposed of at prices ranging from 13s. 
to 14s. 6d. and 15s. per barrel, or around 
7s. per cwt. In some districts balances of 
the crop have not yet been marketed. Re- 
turns from the oats crop were variable, and 
the general average indicated a reduction in 


yields. ‘the grain, however, was of good 
quality. In anticipation of improved values, 
supplies were not marketed as freely as 
usual. Prices for white oats were from 7s. 


to 8s. 6d. per barrel (4s. to 4s. 10d. per

POTATO CROP. 

Maincrops were lifted and pitted during 
the month under favourable conditions. 
Yields, although considerably below those 
of last year, generally represented an average 
crop of excellent quality. While many crops 
were comparatively free from disease,

MANGELS, TURNIPS AND 
SUGAR BEET. 

The change, atter September, from con- 

tinued dry weather, although coming late in 
the growing season, enabled the root crops to 
make some additional development. Mangels 
proved most resistant to the effects of the 
dry summer, and, except in occasional in- 
stances, approached an average crop. 
The growth of turnips was irregular, and 
total yields will be under average, being 
further depreciated by ‘‘ mildew,’’ which was 
fairly general, and also by attacks of 
‘Finger and Toe.”’

slightly below normal. Sugar content for 
lots sent to the factory were variable, but 
promised to average a satisfactory figure. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

The health and condition of cattle were 
satisfactory, The lack of clean drinking water 
up to the earlier part of the month necessi- 
tated treatment for cases of murrain, which 
included a number of cows.

MEETING OF THE 
COMMISSION, 


MULTIPLE SHOP 
IMPORTS,

The Commisston on Registration of Shops 
met in the Conference Room of the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce, Lord Edward 
street, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Justice Mere- 
dith in the chair, Other members present 
weré:—Messrs. M. Nally, W. Maguire, 
Senator Mrs, W. Power, James Walsh. P. 
Lowry, E. O'Neill, T.D., and Miss Darby. 

The terms of reference are “ to consider 
report whether it is desirable in the 
public interest to establish a system of re- 
cistration of shops or other places in which 
the retail sale of commodities is or mav be 
carried on, and, if so. on what principles 
and subject to what conditions and exceptions 
such a system of registration should be estab- 
lished, and for that purpose to inquire into 
the existing conditions in which such sale of 
commodities is carried on in shops or other 
places. 

Evidence was submitted on behalf of the | 
Irish Free State Boot Manufacturers’ Associa. 
tien ' 

Mr. €. P. MeCarthy, Secretary of that 
Association, said that in 1924. when a tariff 
on boots was .first introduced, employment 
was given in local factories to about 350 
persons. Since then production had in- 
creased to such an extent that employment 
was given in June, 1933, to 2,372 persons, 
and output had increased from 7 per cent. 
in 1924 to 31 per cent. of the home demand 
in 1933. 

In reply to Mr. O'Neill, T.D., witness said 
that since the tariff was first imposed six 
factories had been established in the Free 
State. There were also two recently estab- 
lished firms which had not yet joined the 
{ssociation, but, with the exception of these 
two, all other factories were in the Associa- 
Lion. 

Since the tariff was introduced, said Mr. 
McCarthy, the number of multiple boot shops 
im the country had largely increased, and 
the Association regretted that the purchases 
made by such shops from members of the 
Association represented but a negligible part 
of the total. production. The Association 
naturally expected that with the tariff there 
should be a marked increase in the orders 
placed with factories by such shops. In 
1929 the multiple boot shops in the Free 
State took .21 per cent. of the total boots 
sold by members; in the vear 1932 only 1.86 
per cent., and for the half-year ended June. 
1933, only 1.88 per cent. .- 

The multiple shop trading had shown re- 
markable development in recent years. Com- 
panies of this kind, with large capital re- 
sources, had gradually taken over some of 
the finest establishments in the best shopping 
centres of the Free State cities and towns. In

addition, they had adopted widespread | 
methods of advertising, and had built up a | 
parcel post system covering the whole 
country, 


MULTIPLE BOOT SHOPS. 


. Taking a rough census, there are approxi- 
mately fifty multiple boot shops in the 
country. It was regrettable to find that no 
less than 18 hoot shops owned by citizens 
had been closed since 1920 in Cork City 
: lone. 

Krom figures these multiple shops were the 
largest importers of boots. As distributors 
they contributed little to the economic life of 
the country, distribution costs not being. a 
substantial part of the sale price of boots. 
Iistribution costs would not amount to 12 
yier cent., whereas factory wages alone would i 
“mount to not less than 20 per cent. “These 
multiple shops were all managed and con- 
trolled from outside the country, and left 
"on: of the remuneration of production and 
mauagement in the country. They pay no in- 
come tax on the profits, and no property tax 
on the premises they occupy. Furthermore, 
ihe estates of deceased nationals holding 
shares in these shops did not pay estate duty 
in this country on the shares held.

made in this country. Control existed, he 
sa.d, with regard to production, but no con- 
trol existed as regards distribution, It might 
he said that the tariff was a definite check 
on importations, but a study made by Dr. 
Kiernan indicated that tarifis did no€ fully 
acmeve the hest results. 

The Association could not but regard the 
miserable purchases of the multiple shops as 
running directly counter to the reasonable 
expectations of many workers in the country.

SOME ENCOURAGING

came the world canning depression in 

1932 is one of the remarkable records 
described in the report of the National Can- 
ning Council, submitted to members at the 
seventh annual convention at Pristol. . 

‘‘ When account is taken of the situation in 
the powerful, long-established industry in the 
Cnited States,” the report reads, ‘it is re- 
markable that the comparatively new indus- 
try in Great Britain survived the crisis. 

‘First. describing condions in America, 
where production was drastically cut and large 
carry-overs were experienced, the report then 
indicates that British output recorded a sub: 
stantial increase. The number of canning fac- 
tories in England and Wales rose from 7/2 in - 
1932 to 82 in 1933, output for 1952 being 
given as 600,000 cwts of canned fruits and 
1,000,000 ewts. of canned vegetables. 

This was achieved, it is shown, in spite 
of the fact that all the British companies had 
been operating for only a few years, and ti at 
they had to face the general reduction in con- 
suming power, the world reduction im canneck 
food consumption, and a “record rush of 
imports from abroad, which was made in 
anticipation of the Ottawa duties. 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENT.

It gave me quite a shock to see girls 
selling poppies on the streets of Dublin 
last night, and to realise that Armistice 
Day is here again. I spent the first 
Armistice Day a few miles outside Berlin, 
and its anniversary always reminds me 
vividly of two things. One was the death 
of a young Englishman—not more than 
twenty-one years of age—who, when he 
heard that the War was over, suddenly 
lost his reason, and, snatching a revolver 
from the holster of a German soldier who 
was standing near us, shot himself 
through the brain. The other was the look 
on the face of a German woman, with a 
baby in her arms, when a friend of mine 
stopped her in the streets of Spandau, and 
handed her a couple of tins of dripping 
and condensed milk. That is a long time 
ago now, and people are beginning to 
forget what the Armistice meant in 
November, 1918. Thousands of us, how- 
ever, never will forget it, and, although 
in the Free State the two minutes’ silence 


‘no lenger is.observed—save at the cross 


in the Phoenix Park and in the churches— 
this is a day which Irishmen, in common 
with their comrades throughout the world, 
will celebrate, so long as they live, with 
proud sorrow. 


Aa Trish Wedding.

Mr. O’Connor 
has ben at pains to create a 
memorial which will perpetuate the 
memory of the innoeent victims of the 


lausitania’s loss, and to keep it entirely 
free from all traces of a war spirit. From 
the photographs which I have seen, I] 
think that he has Succeeded admirably. 
The memorial will-be in two parts. The 
bottom half will represent a figure of 
Peace, in the shape of an Irish peasant 
mother, while above “there will be two 
figures of. Trish fishérmen, representing 
those who helped to rescue the survivors, 
and.to bury the bodies of the dead when 


the Lusitania went down. The whole 
work, which will be: about fifteen feet 
high. will be cast in bronze, and. un- 
doubtedly, . will be one of the most 
strikime monuments jin Treland.

Danzig's ‘Bishop. 


Probably the most striking example of 
those Irish associations with the Free City 
of Danzig which its new Irish High Com- 
missioner, Mr. Sean Lester, will discover 
when he takes up office, lies in the 
obviously Irish surname of its bishop, the 
Right Rev. Count Edward O'Rourke. 
Count O’Rourke, who is a direct de- 
scendant of the Princes of Breiffne, and 
visited Dublin last year, is a _ citizen 
born of Danzig, and a member of a family 
distinguished in the services of Imperial 


Russia. During the Great War he carried 
through to success many important 


pontifical missions, and at its conclusion 
was appointed first Bishop of Danzig. 
The O’Rourkes came to Russia from 
France, whence they had fled after the 
siege of Limerick, and soon wrote their 
names on the pages of Russian history. 
By. special decree of the Empress 
Elizabeth, they were exempted from con- 
forming to the Russian Orthodox creed, 
and were permitted to keep their “ Irish 
faith.”” Many of the most distinguished 
generals in the military history of Im- 
perial Russia bore the name O'Rourke, 
not the least notable being Count Joseph 
©’ Rourke, who won the high Order of St. 
Anne at the battle of Varvarin in 1810, 
when he successfully led a mixed force of 
Russians and Serbs against a vastly 
superior Turkish army. 


‘Popular Nationalist M.P. 


Among all the candidates for the general 
election in Northern Ireland, perhaps the 
most engaging, and at the same time in- 
triguing, personality is Mr. Joseph Devlin, 
the Nationalist leader.

Miss Mabel Young is exhibiting some thirty 
odd canvases from her brush at the Gallery 
at “The Country Shop,” 38 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. The pictures are displaved 
without crowding. Miss Young has not, as too 
often is done, crammed in everything that 
she could lay her hands on. and visitors are 
enabled to enjoy a comfortable seeing of a 
representative collection. One is first im- 
pressed by the fact that this artist has not 
become addicted to technical devices of 
method im order to attract attention by 
abtrusive and spacious mannerisms, Miss 
Young her effects without any pre- 
tentions plastering on of paint. She com- 
poses, but always with poetic vision. The 
landscapes shown are straightforward efforts 
to reproduce the personal conception of the 
views before the artist.

DUBLIN UNIVERSITY SOCIETY. 


The Dublin University League of Nations’ 
Society held its openmg meeting of the session 
in the Graduates’ Memorial Hall, Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. Mr. J. 
W. Rice was in the chair, and Mr. J. Harold 
Douglas, president of the Society. delivered 
an address on his iimpressions of the British 
and Dominion Universities’ Conference of 
1933, which was held in Geneva in September 
last, and attended by forty-eicht representa- 
tives from Universities in the British Dominions. 
Mr. Douglas gave a list of the lectures de- 
livered at the Conference, and a brief synopsis 
of the report of the Commission on the 
economic relations of the Dominions. Mr. 
sean Lester, the Free State’s permanent re- 
presentative in Geneva (since appointed High 
Commissioner of the League for the City of 
Danzig), gave the first lecture on some aspects 
of Anglo-Irish relations, and greatly impressed 
the over-seas delegates, particularly the repre- 
sentatives from the Indian Universities, who, 
said Mr. Donglas, were so much interested in 


Mr. Lester's statement. that they decided to 


visit Ireland ; see fer themselves conditions on 
the spot, and acquire such information as 
they beleved would assist them in promoting 
the cause of independence in India. 

His own impressions of the Conference, said 
Mr. Douglas. were that Ireland could never 
he a nation, in the fullest sense of the word, 
unless she was a member of a Commonwealth 
of Nations, not necessarily the British Com- 
monwealth. If Ireland were a republic no 
nation whatever would have any interest in 
her wellbeing, but as a member of a Com- 
monwealth, it was of great importance for 
the other members of that Commonwealth to 
snow the Irish case and to see that Ireland 
rot fair play. 

He also felt that there was very great need 

a League of Nations in the world—the 
tivities. behind the scenes of such a League 
vere of great importance to world interests.

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WORK OF BRITISH LEGION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH ‘TIMES. 

Sir,—Thirteen vears ago to-morrow the late 
Field-Marshal Earl Haig made his first 
Remembrance Day Appeal on behalf of those 
of his old comrades who were in need, and, 
in the years between, this appeal has built 
up a beneficent organisation which stands to- 
day as the finest and most sincere tribute the 
nation can pay to the memory of this great 
soldier. On this fifteenth anniversary of 
Armistice Day forty million poppies are being 
offered for sale. The making of these poppies 
alone has provided permanent employment for 
a whole year for 362 severely disabled ex- 
Service men. We wear our poppies for a two- 
fold purpose—as emblems of remembrance of 
those who fell, and as symbols of service for 
the living ; for what we pay for them provides 
the income which enables the British Legion 
to carry on its great work. 

Principally, the Legion’s work consists of 
alleviating distress among ex-Service men and 
their families. There are 3,600 honorary com- 
mittees working the whole year round. Then 
there is the employment work, nearly 40,000 
jobs being found every year. The war orphan 
and the widow are the objects of special care, 
while timely aid is given to the disabled, 
particularly those suffering from tuberculosis 
and blindness. The scope of the Legion’s 
work is very wide, but considerable extensions 
could be made, and many more deserving and 
pitiful cases assisted, were there sufficient 


funds to make this possible.

Herr Hitler then reiterated his desire to 
stretch out his hand to Germany’s former 
enemies, declaring: ‘‘ Germany’s security 
alone is endangered not less than others. 
One law for one and another for another 
is a system that cannot last.

Categorical assertions that Germany 
never disarmed in accordance with the 
terms of the Versailles Treaty are made in 
the Belgian Press to-night by M. de 
Dorlodot, a member of the Belgiag Senate. 

The senator’s allegations, which he 
claims are based on the hitherto unpub- 
lished final report of: the Inter-Allied 
Commission of Control, are likely to have 
a far-reaching effect upon the state of 
opinion in the Continent. * 

The report, according to M. de Dorlodot, 
was printed under conditions of great 
secrecy at the French National Printing 
Works in Paris in 1927, and copies were 
sent only to the Allied Governments. In 
addition to indicating the opposition 
offered by Germany to the work of the 
Commission, the report enumerates various 
subterfuges adopted to retain German 
armaments, ranging from secret hoards of 
forbidden arms to chemical factories, and 
makes observations upon the activities of 
the German police. 

The Commission, after making the most 
specific reservations, concludes by declaring 
that Germany cannot be considered as 
having satisfied the requirements of Part 
Five of the Treaty. 

The first indication that M. de Dorlodot 
claimed to posress a copy of this secret 
report was given during yesterday's meet-

NO NEWS FROM BRITISH 
LEGATION. 


Not a single Press dispatch has yet 
been received by any newspaper in India, 
nor has the Government of India received 
any message from the British Legation. 
The Khyber Pass, which is the main 
channel of communication for heavy 
traffic between India and. Afghanistan, 
and is of great strategic importance, has 
been closed to outward traffic on the 
orders of the Government of India. This 
action has been taken as a precautionary 
measure in the event of trouble arising. 
The: Afghan Consul attributes the 
absence of news to the custom that the new 
King shall receive acts of allegiance from 
the members of the Senate and the 
Assembly and other notabilities. This 
ceremony lasts two days before the actual 
burial of the late King takes place. 
In Government circles it is suggested 
that the drastic restrictions on the cable 
service are, perhaps, due partly to a desire 
to await the authority of the Premier, who 
was three days’ motor journey away when 
the murder occurred, and who is presum- 
ably returning to Kabul post-haste.

I am informed that Germany has under- 
taken, as a quid pro quo, to buy three 
hundred tons of Free State butter and five 
million Free State eggs during the present 
year over and above the normal quotas.

The Archbishop of Canterbury replied: 
In regard to the so-called period of super- 
vision I never doubted for one moment, 
after reading what Sir John Simon said 
at Geneva, that the position was perfectly 
clear, and exactly as he has stated it now. 
I am surprised that others should have 
found it possible to misunderstand it. I 
think it just as well, as I introduced the 
deputation to say that, so far as I am 
concerned, I was in no way a party to the 
criticism upon that part of the British 
Government s statement.

Sin,—l believe that every country requires 
to be governed by- those in authority, and | 
that it is every citizen’s duty to contnbute 
to the best of his ability to that Government. 
I say “ to the best of his ability’’ not only | 
in personal effort, but in L.s.d. Under 
normal conditions in this world of competi- | 
tion it is usually difficult to make ends meet, | 
| but, nevertheless, one must meet one’s obliga. | 

| tions or else pay the penalty. 

Under present abnormal conditions in this 
country it 18 becoming increasingly evident 
| that it is quite impossible for the farmer to 
uf pay taxation in any form whatsoever. 1, 
naturally, refer to those who have no outside 
capital from which to draw, ‘Take the case 
of the farmer who owns his own Jand. [Income 
= tax is assessed on this land as well as poor 
i rate. According to.the present law this in- 
come tax must, be paid on demand. A refund 
will, undoubtedly, be given when his accounts 
have been approved, if he has shown a loss; 
but it is grossly unfair to my mind that im 
the interval (perhaps, six months or more) 
the Government should have the use of this 
money free of interest.

JT am not a politician 
and have not the slightest desire of becoming one, 
my chief worry jnst now being my bank account. 
Let us, therefore, start on this definite understand- 
ing. 

I am, unfortunately, quite unable to pay my rates 
at present. If you are prepared to wait till | 
have a chance of selling my tobacco crop, I shall 
then endeavour to do se. You can certainly adopt 
the extreme course of seizing my property. HOW 
will this help matters’ You may get your money 
from the proceeds. but next year there will be 
nothing even to seize. You also take away my 
chief reason fer living here and giving employment. 
1 have just mapaged to keep this place going by 
the proceeds from my Rheumatic Clinie in Dublin, 
as it has been quite impossible to make anything 
here. 

This heavy wet clay part of the country, after 
years of experience, adopted the only possibile 
means of getting anything out of the land. I 
mean. as you know, milk production, and it ts, 
therefore, in a different category to tillage land. 
It has been anite impossible to sell stock, except 
at prices far lower than they originally cost. I 
have, therefore, tried to hold them. J spend each 
week on jabonr eicht pounds, eizht shillings and 
four pence. This amounts to £457 odd per year. 
Various casnal labour is not anehided in this total. 

1 have tried to make my position perfectly clear, 
beth to yourself and to the general public. 4 
know you have to carry out your ofders; se please 
forward this letter to the necessary authority, se 
that I may know their decision. —

"HIGH SCHOOL 
PRIZE DAY. 


IMPORTANCE OF A 
“WIDE COURSE. 


DEFECT OF PRESENT 
EXAMINATION SCHEME. 


— 


Tr annual prize distribution to the 


pupils of the High School, Dublin, took 
place yesterday. 

Mr. W. KE. Thrift, T.D., chairman of 
the Board of Governors, presided. 

Mr. John Bennett. M.A., Headmaster of 
the Scheol, read the annual report, in which 
it was shown that the number of pupils had 
again increased. There was a large entry 
this term. and the total number of boys im 
the school had increased by over 25 per cent. 
during the past four years. 

In the Intermediate Certificate examuina- 
tion, if Irish were not compulsory, said the 
report, about 70 per cent. of the candidates 
would have passed, but this does not really 
represent the situation. It is difficult to ex- 
plain, briefly, the pos:iion of schools in re- 
lation to these examinations now. Only five 
subjects are required for success in the 
examination. It is obvious that schools which 
give all their time to five or six subjects will 
‘robably secure the results. Many schools 
like this are handicapped by taking seven, 
eight, or more subjects, and so aiming at a 
wider culture Another difficulty im estimat- 
ing the value of the published results arises 
from the new regulations about Irish. In 
previous years boys who had not followed the 
irish course were allowed to sit for the 
examination, which was a test of their 
knowledge of other subjects. This is no 
longer allowed, and consequently many ot 
our boys could not compete at all. As im the 
past, we will aim at what we neg | to be 
in the best interests of eduration, 1n spite 
of the passing phases of fashion in examina- 
tions. 

In the field of games and sports, which 
included Ragby, cricket, swimming and box- 
ing, the record was very satisfactory. The 
Union had a prosperous year. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


There had been a noticeable revival of @s- | 
Í cussion about examinations of late, said Mr. 


Bennett. He thought that there was a 
reason for this. Everybody was aware that 


Boys and masters 
had to think more and more of the examina- 
tions, and less and less of the broader aspects 
of education. ‘et he would rather see the 
edacation system continued than any method 
of filling posts by patronage, producing what 
were commonly called '“toadvism'” and 
‘‘ wire-pulling.”” With these evils, he said, 
we see everywhere the growth of bureaucracy 
in education, the most deadening blight that 
can befall it. 

Fortunately, we are in the main free from 
this evil in the Free State. In those cases 
in which it prevails, even in the Free State, 


it has been damaging to true education. In 
education, Western civilisation has gained 
much and lost much in the last half-century. 
On the whole, it is not certain whether the 
gains have outweighed the losses. 

The Chairman then distributed the book 
prizes, which ran to a very large number. 
The prizes awarded by the French Govern- 
ment were won by |. H. McNeill (senior) 
and J. C. Gilmour( junior). The Old Boys’ 
Cup for the best type of boy in the school 
was awarded to C. V. Boyle. The Carpenter 
Memorial Cup was awarded to S. A. Moore. 
The prizes awarded by the German Govern- 
ment were given to |. E. Ellis and J, ©. 
Gilmour, and the Jack Rogers Memorial prize 
was awarded to R. T. Motyer. 


PLEA FOR WIDER RANGE. 


The Chairman welcomed the visitors and 
the parents of the children. The work of 


| the school, he said, could not be got on with 
| unless 


there was whole-hearted co-operat.on 
between the staff of the school and the boys 
and the parents. He congratulated, on 
hekalf of the Governors, the headmaster on 
being able to place such a good report before 
them, which was a sign of the good work 
that the school was doimg not only in the 
intellectual sphere, but in the many matters 
associated with school hie. 

In this school every attention was being 
paid to the development in the very best way 
boys physically, intellectually and 
morally. As to examinations, he did not think 
that examinations in themselves were harm- 
ful; if put in their proper place, he thought 
they were very necessary and useful ior the 
boys themselves. 

The system of education had improved as 
compared with what ft was fifty years ago. 
The schools to-day were not places of 
torture In the past an attempt was made 
to teach boys everything Now they were 
being taught a few things, and he feared that 
the result would be not the best educated, 
but the worst educated, generation Unless 
hovs made a heginning in the learning of 
languages when they were young, there would 
be little chance of getting any real knowledge 
of them later on 


THE STATE’S PART. | 

Thev had to look to the State for financial 
help in carrying on a big school like this, 
but the important thing was that the State. 
in giving such help, shouid not go beyond 
the kind of interference which was necessary 
in order to see that the money was well 
spent 
He thought that the function of the State 
in this matter ought to be narrowed very 
much, instead of being widened. The State 
could not satisfactorily indulge in trade ; so he 
thought the State would be acting wisely if it 
left educat:on to experts in that department, and 
did not try to lay down laws and rules as to 
how education should be tonducted. 
That the State should go so far as to put a 
premium on the teaching of a few subjects 
rather than to encourage the teaching of as 
many as possible seemed to him to be a great 
mistake. The teaching to children of subjects 
that their parents did not want them to learn 
was likely, to his mind, to cause results of a 
very serious nature. 

In conclusion, he congratulated the prize 
winners, and said that their present success 
was an indication that they would try to 
win more valuable prizes later on in life. | 

The Dean of Lismore (Dr. J. H. Leslie) 
commended the Head Master’s report and the 
work of the school, and expressed the hope 
that the boys would develop into first-class 
citizens, and that they would remain for their 
lives in this, their own country. 

At the conclusion of the proceedings the 
visitors and the parents were served with tea.

FEES. 

Permits may be granted by the Minister 
to any person on payment of a fee to be 
prescribed (not exceeding 5s.) to keep and 
have in his possession a stallion licensed 
under the Act for a period not exceeding 
eleven months, the period being ‘stibyect to 
extension. 

Licences or permits may be transferred by 
the Minister on application, where the right 
to possession of the stallion passes from the 
holder of the licence or permit to another 
person, either throagh a devolution of the 
property in tne stallion, or by a loan, hire, 
or lease of the stallion for a period exceed- 
ing six months, or by a cessation or surren- 
der of such hire, loan. or lease. Otherwise. 
licences or permits shall not be transferable. 

On the death of the holder of a licence or 
permit, however, his personal representative 
may retain possession of the stallion for three 
months, of until the sooner termination of 
the licence, and shall be deemed to be the 
holder of the licence or permit. 

In the case of a stallion being lent, hired, 
or leased by the holder of a licence or per- 
mit to another person, the stallion shall be 
deemed to remain in the possession of the 


hiring is less than six months, but shall be 
deemed to have changed ownership if the 
period is longer than six months. 
OBLIGATIONS OF LICENCE- 
HOLDER, 

Under the Act the holder of a licence or 
permit will be obliged to send within the 
prescribed time and in the prescribed form to 
the Minister the prescribed particulars of 
any transfer (whether by sale or otherwise) or 
devolution of the property in the stallion to 
which such licence or permit relates; any 
loan, lease, or hiring of such stallion; and the 
castration and death of such stallion. 

Compulsory castration of stallions is pro- 
vided for under the bill, which says that where 
the Minister refuses, revokes or suspends a 
licence or permit, or is of opinion that a 
stallion to which this Act applies is not suit- 
able for breeding purposes, or where an appli- 
cation for a licence or permit onder this Act 
is not made within the prescribed timé, the 
Minister may serve on the owner, reputed 
owner, or other person keeping or having pos- 
session of the stallion the subject of such apph- 
cation, licence, permit or opinion, a notice in 
the prescribed form requiring such person 
within the time (not being less than fourteen 
days) specified in such notice to have such 
stallion castrated. 

In the event of such notice not being com- 
plied with, the Minister may cause the 
stallion to be castrated at the expense of the 
owner. : 

Provision is made for the appointment by 
the Minister of a panel of not less than five 
referees, including at least three veterinary 
surgeons. Owners of stallions, upon payment 
of the prescribed fee (which is not to exceed 
£5 5s.) may apply to have a stallion examined 
by a referee or referees nominated from the 
panel by the Minister. On receiving a report 
of the examination, the Minister shall have 
absolute discretion as to whether he will vary 
or confirm any previous decision.

It appears, however, that he later 
veturned, and was this time chased for a 
hrndred yards up Dame street, amid screams 
of women in the vicinity. More than twenty 
Guards were necessary to stop the ‘‘chase,”’ 
which again drew a large section of the 
crowd from the meeting. 

When the youth returned a third time, 
towards the end of the meeting, he was 
arrested for his own protection, and his re- 
moval to (College Street Station caused excite- 
ment. He was subsequently released. 

Instances of poppy-snatching occurred on 
several occasions after the meeting had 
broken up and the procession was movin 
through Westmoreland street and O’Connel 
street. Guards stationed along the route, 
however, quickly suppressed the trouble. 

A lorry load of Guards accompanied the 
procession from College Green, and attempts 
to halt, notably at the premises of Messrs. 
Bass, Ratcliff and Gretton, were soon met 
with the “ move on ” order.

MOVE. 


In view of the reports that after the 
plebiscite on Sunday Germany is likely 
to propose a reorganisation of the Council 
of the League of Nations with a view to 
Germany's re-entry into the League on 
a different basis, it is authoritatively 
stated tliat the French Government 
would) not consider stich a proposal, 
=o it “might obtain the support of 
taly. 

On the other hand, the report from 
Geneva of the ible summoning of a 
conference of all the Powers primarily 
interested in the German problem is con- 
sidered to be a different matter. 

This report indicates that following the 
conversations between Signor Mussolini 
and General Goering, Germany will pro- 
pose, with Italy’s approval, the calling 
of a conference, not of the signatories of 


the Four Power Pact, but of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Polard and ‘the Little Entente, 


which should take place before the end 
of the year in Switzerland, but not at 
Geneva. 


DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED. 


It is felt that the French Government 
might agree to such a conference on con- 
dition that the decisions taken by it 
should he subject to the final jurisdiction 
of the League. 

It is certain that important develop- 
ments may be expected shortly, says 
Reuter’s Paris correspondent. 

On the other hand, a semi-official 
announcement in Rome says that the time 
has not yet arrived to resume the examina- 
tion of the disarmament problem or to 
deal, with the problem created by Ger- 
many’s action in leaving the League. The 
announcement points out that in the letter 
from Chancellor Hitler which General 
Goering handed to Signor Mussolini no 
concrete proposals regarding the Disarma- 
ment Conference were made. The letter 
was, it is stated, a retrospective examina- 
tio of the situation and an explanation 
of the motives which led Germany to leave 
Geneva. 

General Goering illustrated certain 
points in the Chancellor’s letter, but he 
himself made no proposals, nor did he 
attempt to request the Italian Govern- 
ment to take the initiative,

CEREALS ACT 
FAULTS. 


AMENDMENTS IN 
NEW BILL. 


(By Our Potiticat CoRRESPONDENT.) 


N the last day on which the Dail sat 
0 Dr. Ryan, Minister íor Agriculture, in- 

troduced a new bill, called the Agri- 
cultural Produce (Cereals) (Amendment) 
Bill. He regarded the matter as one of 
urgency, and asked the House to give it a 
first reading. He took the unusual course of 
making a short statement, indicating the 
reasons which made the bill nece i 

At the same time Mr. MacEntee, Minister 
for Finance, introduced a financial resolution, 
which, he said, was considered necessary by 
the Parliamentary draftsmen, to anthorise a 
charge for refund of bounties on wheat, 
which it was proposed to levy under the 
original Cereals Act. If this were not done 
it was possible that whea twhich had been 
sold might be sold a second time and a 
bounty claimed thereon. This oversight was 
set right by the passing of the resolution 
which the Minister proposed. 

Dr. Ryan, in his first reading statement, 
indicated some of the reasons for the Amend- 
ing Bill. The miller, he said, bought wheat, 
say, at 17s. 6d., and the farmer got a subsid 
which would bring the price up to 23s. 6d. 
The seedsman, who is not entitled to a sub- 
sidy, in order to compete, would have to 
buy wheat also at 23s. 6d. Apart from the 
danger of the Minister for Finance having to 
pay the bounty twice, there was the con. 
sideration that seedsmen would be wiped 
out of business. The new bill also proposed 
to extend the period of registration. It had 
been found that the criginal bill was so 
worded that the farmer could not be paid a 
subsidy unless he was registered before the 
lst August. Many farmers were slow in 
registering, and the extension of the regis- 
aT period would enable them to get the 
subsidy. 

In addition to these defects in the origi 
Act, the text of the Amending Bill indicates 
& large number of other weaknesses, which 
have apparently been discovered when an 
attempt was made to put the Act in opera- 


tion.
